Reasons of Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: claims 1-10, 
13, 15-24, 26, 28, 29, 31-34 are allowable over the prior art of record for the reasons as 
stated applicant's amendment filed on October 23, 2007 that none of the prior art of 
record teaches or fairly suggests that scheduling communications comprises selecting 
from a piconet of terminals, constructing a piconet topology map including coordinate 
information concerning the terminal pairs, obtaining path loss information for the 
terminal pairs, the path loss information comprising available path loss information and 
estimated path loss information, the estimated path loss information being based upon the 
piconet map, determining target quality parameter for each of the receiving terminals, and 
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scheduling simultaneous transmission from each of the transmitting terminals to its 
corresponding receiving terminal based upon the path loss information, and the 
scheduling of the simultaneous transmission including selecting a power level for each of 
the signal transmissions that satisfies the target quality parameter, together with 
combination of other element as set forth in the claims.
